Rain Fails to Mar 
Choral Concert 

Large Audience Hears 
Program at Ardmore 

When more than six hundred people 
braved the worst rain storm of the 
season to attend the spring conceit of 
the Choral Society at the Ardmore 
Theatre last Sunday afternoon, it was 
a line recognition of the past accom- 
plishments of the organization; and 
when they generously applauded the 
various numbers of the program, they 
expressed their approval of this year's- 
work in very positive fashion. As one 
member of the chorus put it. "They all 
deserve to be elected as honorary mem- 
bers for life," for their very presence 
was a sufficient manifestation of inter- 
est. 

And just as such <i day was "dif- 
ferent.'' so was the concert different 
from anything ever given by a Xar- 
herth organization before. That is no 
reflection on what has heen done ill 
past seasons; rather it is evidence of 
the fact that the Chora! was able to 
take advantage of its line early train- 
ing and with only three months' re- 
hearsing under a new director give a 
full program of ^1 ri'-t :y choral music. 
To go into a detailed description or 
criticism of each number i* not the 
present intention of this writer, for 
there were too many in at ten lance who 1 
are more capable of doing so. Yet one? 
should not let the opportunity pass 
without reconliiig some 1. -ensure of the 
inspiration of the "Recessional" and 
the dolightfulnosi of the negro spir- 
ituals. The accompaniment of the pipe 
organ in the former and the absence 
of any accompaniment in the latter 
were both innovations that, were re- 
ceived with pleasure. Much has been 
accomplished which should offer en- 
couragement to the continuation of the 
good work. 

Criticism should always he construc- 
tive rather than destructive, and in 
that light the writer begs to offer a 
suggestion or two, not King unmind- 
ful of a comparatively short period of 
rehearsals, a new director, and strange 
surroundings. For the most part the 
attacks, releases ami shadings were all 
that could he desired: but the Society 
has not yet outgrown that bad habit 
of all amateur chorii'-cs of watching 
their music rather than the baton. This 
was the more noticeable this year, when 
all but two numbers of the program 
were given a capel'a. In the past there 
has been a piano or orchestra to help 
mark the r.vthin; this year it has had 
to be provided by the director alone. 

For Mr. Bentz and his work, there 
was naught but praise. In many re- 
spects, his position was that of a 
pioneer. But just as Prof Nice blazed 
the wav when the Choral Society was

Perennials 

The flowers that bloom in the Spring 
Ira la, had better be planted in Fall, 
Ha, Hn. Here are some that can be 
moved in the Spring, although it is 
quite true that most of the desirable 
perennials and bulbs that make the 
grand showing in early Summer or late 
Spring should ibe planted the previous 
Fall for Spring bloom. 

Aquilegia or Columbine is a pcren- 
jiinl, although it is at its best the first 
and second year from seed. Blooms in 
May, from 15th to 30th, about 24 inches 
tall and does well either in sun or ' 
shade. Coerulea is blue and white, ;

Phlox. Blooms at the same time as the ' 
Columbine and is a fine companion. 
Get the Perry or Laphami variety if 
you can. Ten inches tall. 

Pyrethrum or Persian Daisy can be 
moved now and will bloom in June. It 
will also bloom in September if the fad- 
ed flowers are picked off. Pyrethrum 
comes in shades of rose usually, al- 
though some rather dark reds are found 
as well as some pale mauvts and a few 
white. 'Plants at the nursery are not 
kept separate, 'but when you once 
plant them they stay, and the odd col- 
ors can 'be moved to a corner for cut- 
ting. Height, about 18 inches. 

Plant Phlox Decussata or Late Hardy 
Phlox, now for ibloom in August, and 
don 't omit the variety Elizabeth Camp- 
bell (salmon pin), the other colors are 
fi matter of choice. If you want to do 
Phlox right plant the white Miss Lin- 
gard, the one that blooms in June, in 
back of the later varieties. No hardy 
garden complete without flocks of 
Phlox. 

Veronica or Speedwell for a 3-foot 
spike of blue in August, can 'be moved 
now, and we like it because it is just 
a little like that grandest perennial in 
the garden — Delphinium. The tall 
hybrids that grow 5 and 6 feet tall in 
shades of blue not found in any other 
flower are surely worth the small price 
and the little thoughtful care that they 
require. They can be moved at any 
time and will bloom regularly at 6 to 8 
week intervels if the stalks are cut and 
two or three leaves left at the baBe. 
Put sharp cinders around the crown to 
Jceep slugs away from the young shoots. 

Good clumps of Tall Bearded Irises 
with some soil attached can be moved 
now if handled carefully. These -with 
the 'Peonies and the Delphiniums are 
the three "must haves" for the hardy 
garden.

The family is 
a very interesting one, and when Cnilian 
philosophies, he sets one thinking. 

"I> 'Entente Cordinle des Bebes, " by 
E. Giitrli, needs no explanation. It is 
all in the title. It may have been 
written principally for children, but 
grown-ups will be allowed to borrow it, 
to try out their French. If one is not 
very good at translating, there are pic- 
tures which will help one out with the 
text. Just say, "May I have 'I, 'En- 
tente Cordinle des Helios'?" and the 
Librarian will say, "Oui, oui." 

"The 'Story of a (iroit School 
master," by H. (1. Wells, is an account 
of the life of F. \V. Sanderson, an 
Englishman who had a great love for 
teaching and who felt that he should 
do what he could to reconstruct the 
present school system. He says: "One 
of the main aims of a good school is 
to see thot each boy and girl is cared 
for, that each has every opportunity 
for development. We must not cast 
out or send our weak ones away, we 
must keep them in school — we must 
find out what kind of work will ap- 
peal to them, so that they too may 
move upwards, gain in self-respect and 
love of life." The book will appeal 
to all who ore interested in child train- 
ing, vocational education and the bet- 
terment of social and industrial condi- 
tions. 

"Man and Mystery in Asia," by 
Ferdinand Ossendowski, author of 
"Beasts, Men and Gods, " is a ibook 
of travel. Dr. Ossendowski has put in 
book form the str«nge' experiences of 
four Asiatic expeditions. The titles of 
three of the chapters give some idea of 
the thrills to be found on these pages. 
One chapter is called. "A Battle of 
Tarantulas," another, "A Ride with 
a Tiger," and "A Duel with a Hear." 
This book is full of adventure for 
those who find pleasure in journeying 
into new and strange places. 

"Behind the Screen," written by 
Samuel Goldwyn, tells in its opening 
chapter how Goblwyn and his brother- 
in-law, Lasky, started in to produce 
five-reel pictures. 1'p until that time 
only short pictures had been shown. 
However, many of the present film stars 
were already on the way to fame and 
the book is filled with interesting pic- 
tures nnd instances iu the lives of 
movie actors.
